The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
claims are allowed because nothing in the art shows or suggests a heat sink 
comprising a plurality of plates disposed in close contact, each plate including 
the recited top, bottom, and opposite side edges and pair of fin plate portions 
extending from the opposite side edges which extend outwardly and are bent 
from the plane of the plate, with top and bottom ends which extend as recited 
(Bohm, for example, cannot meet the claim even if it is considered to show fin 
plate portions with top ends higher than the top edge of the inner plate, 
because the winged fin plates of Bohm are separated by spacer plates, and 
thus cannot be said to be "disposed in close contact with one another").
